USES OIL TO STAY STORM 


Even Fight on His Friend Wood and 
Determination to Retain Perry 
Heath Don’t Make Him Angry at 
Ohioan

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Tgere will be ng 
break between the President and Senator 
Hanna because of Hanna's. opposition to 
the confirmation of Gen. Leonard Wood, or 
for any other reason now apparent. 

The President will stand anything Hanna 
does if it is not openly humiliating. 

Mr. Roosevelt is eating humble pie. He 
wants Hanna and he intends to keep him 
if soft words and conciliatory actions will 
prevail. 

The Wood opposition is not considered by 
the President. 

He does not look on Hanna’s part in the 
campaign against Wood as anything di- 
rected toward the White House, and rather 
admires Hanna for standing by his friend 
Rathbone, whatever the President's idea 
of Rathbone may be. 

The President thinks Perry eHath should 
retire from the secretaryship of the Re- 
publican national committee and he thinks 
Hanna should ask Heath to retire, because 
he knows Heath will not retire until Hanna 
asks him or tells him to do so. 

If Hanna does not ask Heath to retire, 
the President will not make any great 
outcry. He is not trying to fight with 
Hanna. His opinion is that any little dis- 
turbances in the Republican party there 
may be around the country are due to 
Hanna's desire to stamp it on the mind 
of the President that he is the power and 
the Kingmaker.“ 

Hanna likes that sort of reputation, the 
President thinks. He is willing Hanna 
should have it and he is also willing to 
have Hanna use him as the subject of his 
operations. 

Indeed, he is so desirous, Hanna could 
not pick a fight with Theodore Roosevelt 
if he tried. 

Roosevelt will be nominated for President 
by. the Republicans and Hanna knows it. 
The disturbances in New York and Ohio 
and Indiana in the Republican party will 
not stop that program, nor will anything 
else, but some miraculous political con- 
tingency. ; 

And Hanna will be in the bandwagon if 
the President has to take a pack rope and 
cinch him to the front seat. 

Following this determination, the Presi- 
dent asked ‘Senator Hanna over to ‘the 
White House. Hanna went last night and 
the two renewed the protestations and 
felicitations. 

Hanna remained two hours. When he 
went away he said he had spent a very 
pleasant evening. That was all he would 
say. 

There is no doubt that they discussed the 
Heath episode, concerning which Hanna 
nas some set ideas along the line that it 
was not good politics for the President to 
go out of his way to attack the secretary 
of the Republican national committee. 

Tne President was complaisant. He said 
he did not think Heath should serve, but, 
if all the others wanted him, he would say 
no more until the convention next June, at 
any rate. 

Hanna is grumpy about this feature of 
the President's maneuvers, but the Presi- 
dent simply would not fight. He poured 
all the oil available on the troubled waters 
the same being a simile for Hanna. 
At the oll pouring they renewed felicita- 
lions and protestations. They are scared 
at the White House—scared and nervous— 
but Hanna won't get away if there are 
nets and bird lime enough to hold sim. 
Secretary Loeb authorized the statement 
that Mr. Hanna and the President had a 
very pleasant talk on a variety of subjects.

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RETAIL GRAFTING. 

The graft in the city institutions is the result of slipshod 

methods employed in public business. 
The grafters are for the most part men of the baser sort, 
who are selected, not with reference to their special ability 
to perform the duties of their positions, but because they have 
been serviceable to the “men higher up” who, directly or in- 
directly, control the appointments. These services are, most of 
them, pelitical in a small way. But all of them are for 
the personal profit of the employer who should pay for them. 
Instead, the publie is made to pay. The man who is on the 
public payrell as a cook may or may not know how to cook, 
The question is: what has he done for the machine; or what 
ean he do? 

This crazy practice is in vogue not only in St. Louis but in 
every other large city in the country. The test of fitness for 
the position in question has no relation to the duties attached 
to it. The appointee proves his fitness by doing little jobs for 
the committee in his precinct or ward. He gets one job be- 
cause he has proved his fitness for another. 

A bank, factory or newspaper managed on such principles, 
or lack of principles, would go into bankruptcy in a week. 
That insolyency, material, mental ‘and moral, has overtaken 
the public corporation is not strange. It is the inevitable con- 
sequence of a total disregard of the primary teachings of com- 
mon sense. a 

These grafters may all be exposed and punished. The energy 
with which the mayor is pushing the investigation argues a 
successful conclusion of it, and a purging of the public ser.
